Forum Speaker Talks 


on Quake Relation 


to Structures 


Last 'Rites Today for 


Mrs. Elmo Bebout 


In the second of two lectures 


on the general topic of earth- 
quakes, given as a part of the 
public forum of the Covina eve- 
ning high school, R. R. Martel, 
professor of structural engi- 
neering at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology, explained 
the structural relationships be- 
tween buildings and earth- 
quake movements Wednesday night 
in the high school auditorium. 


In order to obtain the true nature 


of this relationship, Prof. Martel 
stated that it is necessary to know, 
first, the masses, or weight, of build- 
ings; second, their elastic bending 
under stress; and third, the exact 
character of the ground motion in 
an earthquake. 


The first of these, the weight and 


elastic reaction of buildings, can be 
determined by engineers with a fair 
degree of accuracy. 


Ground movements during earth- 


quakes have been studied exten- 
sively, and data accumulated indi- 
cates that such movements are ex- 
ceedingly 
complex. 
Beyond this 


there are many unknown factors. 
On the relationship between these 
three elements the safety factors in 
the construction of new buildings or 
in remodeling old ones are deter- 
mined. 


MINIMUM STANDARD 


Prof. Martel explained the signifi- 


cance of the term 10%g'which has 
been set as a minimum standard in 
determining safety factors in build- 
ings. An object taken above the 
surface of the earth and released, 
falls to ward the earth, and due to 
the earth's pull, falls faster and fas- 
ter, thus gaining in velocity at the 
rate of 32 feet per second for each 
second that it falls. This value, 32 
feet per second, is called the accel- 
eration due to gravity. 


Now, the force with which any 


object falling would hit the ground 
would be dependent on its weight 
and on this value g. Since the foun- 
dations of buildings is on the ground 
they can not fall vertically, anc 
due to their rigid construction they 
stand erect. However, they are sub- 
ject to these laws of falling bodies 


RESISTANT ELEMENT 


If buildings were in the habit of 


falling vertically it would be neces- 
sary to construct 
them of such 


strength that they would resist the 
force that would result when thej 
struck, due to their weight and the 
value of acceleration gravity. 
In 


an earthquake where there is a side- 
wise motion this factor must be 
taken into account.

Scattered rains, with considerable 


cloudy weather were featured over 
last week-end, with the clouds lin- 
gering until the middle of the week. 
Glorious "chamber 
of commerce 


weather" came to the valley Wed- 
nesday and Thursday. 


Orange picking, delayed by wet 


orchards, was resumed on a speeded 
up schedule during the last three 
days. Weather reports yesterday did 
not indicate any more rain for the 
present. 


Out of fifty-three votes eligi- 


ble to participate, forty votes in 
favor and eight votes against, 
were cast in the annexation 
election held last Saturday, 
when the question of becoming 
a part of the city of West Co- 
vina was presented to residents 
living in the area south and 
southwest of Covina. 


The next step following the win- 


ning of this election is now up to 
the councilmanic board of the city 
of West Covina, according to a state- 
ment by Fred L. Douglas, who was 
one of the leaders in the movement 
for annexation. The city board can 
under the law declare the territory 
annexed thru the simple method of 
a majority vote of the board, or it 
can submit the question of annexa- 
tion to the voters within the present 
confines of the city of West Covina. 
It is understood that the board may 
act upon this latter alternative, and 
will place the question on the ballot 
at the forthcoming city election in 
April. 


The territory involved is highly 


improved citrus and avocado or- 
chards, amounting to 670 acres, but 
is sparsely settled, many of the own- 
ers being non-residents. The reason 
for annexation was brought about 
thru the objection on the part ol 
residents to the establishing of a 
sewer treatment plant in that area 
by the city of Covina. 


The city of Covina is now attempt- 


ing to put other plans into effect, 
one plan being to take the sewer 
outfall to a place on the San Gabriel 
river, southwest of Baldwin Park. 


The possibility that Covina might 


establish a sewer outfall in the 
southwestern area was the cause 
twenty-five years ago of the incor- 
poration of West Covina, which ef- 
fectually stopped this p in. Since 
that time Covina has been studying 
methods of sewage disposal without 
making progress. Covina is laying 
its mains, however, in preparation 
for the time when it will be granted 
the right of an outfall. 


Opposition to the carrying of the 


effluent to the San Gabriel river is 
expected as coming from the Bald- 
win Park residents, and also from 
Covina city taxpayers who believe 
it is uneconomical to construct a long 
main line. Strong suggestions have 
recently been put forward that the 
treatment plant be located within the

At the meeting of the West Co- 


vina board of trustees Tuesday night, 
it was decided that the board will 
place the question of annexation on 
the ballot at the regular election, 
which comes on April 9. Citizens of 
that city will therefore have an op- 
portunity to' individually express an 
opinion, they said. Those who have 
conducted the election of last Satur- 
day, and who favored annexation, 
declared that they are confident the 
West Covina citizens will vote the 
territory into the incorporation. 


Checks for $96,390.59 are being sent 


to the marketing organizations £«i 
distribution to the various associa- 
tions and shippers, on the basis of 
actual percentage of total loose val- 
encias sold within the loose fruit 
prorate from May 29, 1933. to Janu- 
ary 27, 1934. 


Final report shows sales of 1,273,- 


025 loose boxes of valencias, which 
brought $792,590. The sales cost was 
41/2 cents per box. The equivalent 
of 2165 carloads of packed oranges 
is represented in these sales. The 
present refund, which includes pro- 
ceeds of the juice fruit pool, amounts 
to approximately nine cents per box 
for every box of loose fruit handled 
within the loose fruit prorate. 


The local regulation committee also 


arranged for distribution of over 500 
carloads of oranges to recognized 
charitable and relief organizations, a 
very substantial contribution to re- 
lief work. 


Mr. Spencer said the functions of 


the committee, composed of seven 
packinghouse managers, had been to 
regulate the sale of loose valencias 
in the southern California territory; 
to assume responsibility for the dis- 
tribution of surplus fruit for relief 
and charity; to safeguard the elim- 
ination of all other fruit not pro- 
rated; to prevent such fruit from 
entering the fresh fruit channels. 


Sale of loose fruit was effected 


thru the citrus distributing plant in 
Los Angeles, the facilities being 
made available by thf California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. 


Dr. William B. Munro, professor 
I American history and government 
at the California Institute of Tech- 
lology in Pasadena, was the speaker 
at the Monday night forum, held as 
a part of the work of Covina evening 
ligh school. 


His topic was "Democracy and 


Dictatorships." This was a master- 
!ul address and was enthusiastically 
received by one of the largest audi- 
ences in Covina forum history. 


"The constitution of the United 


States is a marvel of creation," stat- 
ed Dr. Munro as he traced the con- 
ditions that led to its formation, and 
then discussed the changes which it 
has undergone in a century and a 
half. 


Marking an important departure from previous methods of 


supervising CWA activities in the east end of the San Gabriel 
valley, a central office for work orders and supervision has been 
established this week in Covina to handle everything in this 
connection for fifteen cities and communities, it was announced 
by Ben F. Thorpe, who has been named as staff director.

Nothing To Do 


, The spotlight of worldwide publi- 
city has again fallen on the small 
cobblestone shoeshop hi Baldwin 
Park, wherein Ira Caldwell, shoe 
rebuilder, stands with his complex 
and modern machinery, working at 
one of the oldest trades in history. 


"System," a trade publication in 


New York city, recently carried a 
descriptive story of the little shop, 
describing the modern repair busi- 
ness, and advertising methods used 
by the unusual repairman. Only a 
few weeks prior to the article in 
"System," a story appeared in "The 
British Shoeman," one of the oldest 
trade papers in London, telling of 
Caldwell's place. 


Since its beginning several years 


ago with the conventional hand 
tools for mending broken shoes and 
heels, Mr. Caldwell has gradually 
added the most modern equipment 
in a successful effort to turn out 
better work at lower cost. 


Although both sides of the at- 


tractive interior were soon lined 
with machines of various types and 
uses, Caldwell recently installed a 
new stitcher, which he explains 
makes it possible to resole the finest 
ladies' footv/ear with the same type 


of work originally used at the fac- 
tory. The machine leaves the light 
soles thin and flexible, free from 
nails, tacks, or heavy stitching, and 
in their original shape. 


The exterior of the shop has at- 


tracted many customers to its doors 
because of the unusual and arrest- 
ing appearance incorporated in so 
small a building. Built of cobble- 
stones, with a flaming red roof, it is 
set among the orange trees, and in- 
laid in the stone facade is an electric 
clock bearing the name of the es- 
tablishment. 


Ahhough his place of business is 


small, the large volume of business 
done has made this unusual shoe- 
man a consistent user of newspaper 
advertising to tell of his shop. While 
his advertising is largely confined to 
the weekly newspaper field, he de- 
parts from the conventional at times, 
and has made use of such ideas as 
the distribution of circulars by air- 
plane, and other unique plans. 


He has been materially benefited 


by other means than mere retail 
trade, for it was only a few months 
ago that a prize of $50 was awarded 
him by the B. F. Goodrich Rubber 
company in a contest entered by 
over 35,000 shoe shops.

SAMP . . . . good eating 


When I was a boy down east, 


one of the familiar figures on the 
streets of our town waa the "hulled 
corn man." He peddled from a huge 
can what the Indians taught our Pil- 
grim ancestors to make and to call 
"samp." 
It was Indian corn par- 


boiled in lye, so that the outer skin 
came off and the kernel was white 
and fluffy and very good eating, 
especially, I used to think, when 
served with Porto Rico molasses. 


In the middle states the Indian 


name for this processed corn was 
"hominy," and farther south the 
name began to be applied to coarse- 
ly-ground corn which had been put 
thru a similar process, and which 
the folk of the deep south now call 
"grits." 


When I hear anyone talk of the 


deliciousness of hominy, alone or 
in the familiar combination of "hog 
and hominy," I em never sure 
whether they are talking about our 
Yankee "samp" or the southern 
"grits." But I do know that both 
are mighty good eating. 


RABBITS . . . and fever 


Twenty years ago the small ani- 


mal life of some of the Alaska is- 
lands was wiped out by a volcanic 
eruption. This left the Indians in 
bad shape, for they lost not only an 
important food supply but the foxes, 
whom they kill for their pelts, also 
had their food curtailed. Now the 
government is "planting" colonies of 
rabbits on those islands, in the ex- 
pectation that they will increase 
rapidly and restore the balance of 
anima? life. 


What I want to hear is that the 


government has found a cure or pre- 
vention for the "rabbit fever," which 
is often fatal to men who handle 
rabbits or rabbit pelts. A Maine 
guide died the other day from this 
disease, which he caught from a fox 
he had skinned, after the fox had 
been eating a rabbit. It is a curious 
infection which seems to be spread- 
ing all over the country. 


GOLD 
to market 


The price of $35 an ounce for 


gold has, naturally, stimulated gold 
mining everywhere that a trace of 
the precious metal has ever been 
found, and in some places where 
they have only guessed it might be. 
One of my neighbors, a few miles 
from my farm, has taken out a li- 
cense to dig for gold in the Berk- 
shire hills. I hope he finds it. 


They are getting gold in paying 


quantities from several abandoned 
mines in North Carolina. Before the 
gold strike in California there were 
profitable gold mines in many parts 
of the Atlantic seaboard. So much 
gold was mined in the Carolinas and 
Georgia that for years the govern- 
ment maintained a mint at Dah- 
lonega, Georgia. 


Now there is no more gold coin- 


age, but anyone who finds an ounce 
of gold anywhere can get $35 for it 
from Uncle Sam, and some folks are 
going to strike it rich somewhere. 


MUSIC o . . neighborhood sings 


I am not yet convinced that the 


radio is a good thing in all respects. 
People do too much Hstening to pro- 
fessional 
singers and 
musicians, 


make not enough effort to produce 
their own music. Not that it is not 
refreshing to listen to first-rate mu- 
sic—which we get too seldom "on 
the air"—but it ought not to be too 
easy. 


There is more social value, more 


that makes for love of home life 
and neighborly spirit, when every- 
body in the household, or a group 
of neighbors, get together, in a home 
or a church or a town hall, and try 
what they can do to make a little 
music for themselves. 
I know of 


nothing that is so heart-warming in 
its effects as a "neighborhood sing." 


In the part of New York where 


I hole up for the winter, Greenwich 
Village, we've been having these 
old-fashioned musical evenings this 
winter, and hundreds of my neigh- 
bors are beginning to say to each 
other: "I never knew what nice, 
friendly people New Yorkers were." 
Of course, they're just like all other 
people, everywhere, but it takes 
something that they can all do to- 
gether to bring out the human quali- 
ties. 


WATER . . . "heavy" brand 


Science has discovered a new kind 


of water. It is called "heavy water," 
because the hydrogen 
molecules 


which it contains are composed of 
atoms which weigh twice as much 
as ordinary hydrogen. 


"Heavy hydrogen" is itself a recent 


scientific 
discovery. 
It 
combines 


with other substances the way or- 
dinary hydrogen does, but gives en- 
tirely new compounds. Thus, "heavy 
water" kills seeds instead of aiding 
them to germinate, and tadpoles 
placed in it quickly die. 


Just how widely this poisonous 


"heavy water" is found in nature 
nobody yet knows. But some think 
it may account for the barrenness of 
desert lands, and the absence of ani- 
mal life in some odd corners of the 
world. 


New discoveries of science, es- 


pecially when they deal with mat- 
ters of everyday use, are one of ihe 
greatest sirrv'.br.t:: to +bf> imagina- 
tive mind. Some day we may see 
some bright young man turning 
"heavy hydrogen" into gold, by us- 
ing it to make some revolutionary 
invention work.

ship is a form of government for a 
depression. 


This has been the situation in 


Italy, Germany, Austria and Spain, 
In times of prosperity the people of 
a nation never see the need for 
changes. 


The seriousness of the present de- 


pression is so great because the 
methods of living of peoples have 
changed. Fifty years ago 90 per 
cent of the people were engaged in 
the production of the necessities of 
life, while in 1929 not over 50 per 
cent were so employed. 


When hard times come the lux- 


uries are dispensed with first. Thus 
in earlier depressions not over 10 
per cent of the people were engaged 
in the production of luxuries and 
there was not a great amount of 
unemployment when such luxuries 
were discontinued. The eleven or 
twelve million unemployed in the 
present depression resulted from the 
fact that such a large number were 
engaged in the production of lux- 
uries. 


MORE FLEXIBLE 


The government of the United 


States is more flexible than that of 
any other nation, and it is never 
longer than a period of two years 
before the people have the oppor- 
tunity to change one-third of the 
membership of the senate and all of 
the house. 


On account of this, the will of the 


people may be exerted rather quick- 
ly in governmental affairs. For.this 
reason, Dr. Munro predicted that: 
"A dictatorship in the United States 
is very highly improbable." 


To keep rugs from slipping on a

EXPERT TELLS 


STRESS CAUSE 


IN BUILDINGS 


(Continued from paee 1) 


tion is such that buildings are given 
a sidewise motion, in which direc- 
tions they are free to move. The 
motions sidewise are of such inten- 
sity that the building has a ten- 
dency to gain in velocity as it moves 
sidewise. 


If such gain sidewise were of such 


intensity it might even move as fast 
sidewise as if it were falling verti- 
cally. 


However, no earthquake has ever 


been recorded of such intensity as 
to cause a sidewise acceleration of 
32 feet per second. 


Prof. Martel stated that in the most, 


severe earthquakes known to his- 
tory, this sidewise acceleration was 
not over five per cent of 32 feet per 
second. 


As the weight of any given build- 


ing is constant, this factor bears the 
same relation to a vertical stress as 
to a horizontal one, and is thus con- 
stant. 


Using the five per cent horizontal 


acceleration as a maximum, Japan- 
ese engineers constructed buildings 
to resist a 10 per cent acceleration. 
Such buildings in the earthquake 
of 1923 in Tokio were found to have 
withstood this severe shock. 


EXPLAINS SAFETY FACTOR 
The meaning of the safety fac- 


tor of 10 g is that a building 
should be so braced that it will 
not break or fall when the hori- 
zontal motion which it may re- 
ceive due to an earthquake shock 
will not exceed an increase in 
velocity of more than 3.2 feet per 
second. 
A series of models were shown by 


Prof. Martel in the course of the lec- 
ture, and used to illustrate the man- 
ner and rapidity with which build- 
ings vibrate during a shock. These 
demonstrated the superiority of one- 
story buildings over taller ones. He 
also used a number of slides to in- 
dicate the type motions of earth par- 
ticles and the various ways in which 
buildings have been damaged in past 
earthquakes.

Following the lecture an hour was 


spent by the professor in answering 
questions asked by the audience. 
These questions were varied in na- 
ture and indicated a vital interest on 
the part of those present in this 
topic.

COVINA MERCHANTS FIND 


PROFITABLE TIPS IN 
EXPERT'S ADDRESS 


The course in retail merchandising 


recently organized by the Covina 
evening high school was initiated on 
Tuesday, February 27, with a lec- 
ture and discussion on the "Human 
Side of Selling." This meeting was 
led by Charles W. Preston from the 
staff of the school of merchandising 
of U. S. C. 


Mr. Preston laid a foundation for 


his remarks in the fact that all per- 
sons have three sets of habits which 
he classified as thinking and talk- 
ing, 
emotional, and manual. Good 


salesmen have an understanding of 
these factors and use them in their 
selling methods. 


In a transaction resulting in a sale 


the product sold must always do its 
part. The buyer has a part, and the 
function of a salesman is to cause 
the product and the buyer to each 
do their part. Before any product 
can be sold an interest on the part 
of the buyer must be developed, and 
this interest must then be extended 
into a desire to secure the particular 
item. The salesman correlates inter- 
est and desire, secures action and 
closes a sale. 


REVEALS FACTORS 


By many illustrations drawn from 


his experience Mr. Preston demon- 
strated to his audience the various 
factors which he discussed. In par- 
ticular he pointed out that a suc- 
cessful salesman should not lay be- 


fore his customers too great a vari- 
ety of items from which to make a 
particular selection. 
This usually 


leads to confusion. 


This course in merchandising is a 


new venture in adult education in 
the Covina community. The response 
of the merchants at the initial meet- 
ing was satisfactory, and it is be- 
lieved that this movement, may grow 
in value.

at Whittier Narrows 
Subject to appioval by a board of 


three engineers sent from Washing- 
ton, 
D. C., to study the county's 


$33,000,000 flood control and water 
conservation program, for which 
federal public works funds have 
been sought, it has been proposed 
that the county build a dam three 
miles long across Whittier narrows 
south of El Monte.

water and to protect the coastal plain 
south of the lower San Gabriel wash 
by Chief Flood Control Engineer E.

be created if the dam were built, 
and viewed the dam as a retarding 
measure to allow water to sink back 
into the soil instead of being wasted 
into the ocean.

California avocado growers are 


warned that the continued lack of 
national advertising is resulting in 
icusewives turning to other fruits 
hat are being appotizingly portrayed 
n various publications, according to 
Leigh H. Crosby of Lord & Thomas, 
advertising firm which handles na- 
tional advertising for many promin- 
ent California fruits. 


This lack of advertising is a seri- 


ous threat to the marketing of large 
iuture avocado crops, as new avo- 
cado market outlets cannot be creat- 
ed overnight. 


Generally lower avocado market 


prices and returns for the first quar- 
ter of this season, compared with 
prices for a year ago, may be due 
largely to this lack of national con- 
:umer advertising, Mr Crosby point- 
ed out at a recent Calavo Growers 
Exchange meeting. However, Cal- 
avo members are receiving far more 
this season than they did a year 
ago, but this is due to greatly re- 
duced Exchange costs, he added. 


URGES GROWER UNITY 


Despite the need of advertising, 


Mr. Crosby declared that he would 
recommend that the Calavo Grow- 
ers Exchange carry on no national 
advertising until at least 90 per cent 
of the entire production is partici- 
pating in the coordinated program. 
Primarily, he said, it is up to the 
growers themselves to get their 
neighbors and other avocado grow- 
ers into the industry's marketing 
program. A large crop will make 
it most difficult to dispose of fruit 
through haphazard, non-cooperative 
selling methods, Mr. Crosby declar- 
ed. 


CROP PROSPECTS GOOD 


Prospects for a "bumper" crop next 


season are exceedingly bright in all 
districts, it was reported at the re- 
cent meeting by growers and field 
representatives. However, it is too 
early as yet to at all accurately

Set the Air -Mail Down — 


A veritable derby day of speeches con- 


demning and defending the administration's 
cancellation of the air-mail contracts broke 
out in the national congress this week. 


The most sensible attitude, in our opinion, 


was taken by Mrs. Florence Kahn, one of the 
northern California representatives, who sug- 
gested that the government cancel air-mail 
alto 
months until the diffi- 


culty can be adjusted. 


We don't need air-mail. It is a plaything. 


It has been used as an excuse to subsidize the 
aviation industry, and that industry abused 
this generous opportunity by taking the 
money into Wall Street to gamble in com- 
pany stocks. 


Set the mail down on the ground for awhile. 


Reorganize and re-equip the army aviation 
corps with air-mail transportation as a new 
objective, but don't hurry them. There is no 
need for hurry. The cancellation of air-mail 
contracts has been alluded to as creating an 
emergency. There isn't any emergency. II 
won't make a particle of difference to this 
country if air-mail carrying is abandoned for 
two years, or longer. 


It does mean something, however, to put 


a crimp in these big-time pickpockets who 
think that Uncle Sam is just another sucker 
at the circus. 


Billions for Gambling— 


Seventeen billions, out of twenty-three bil- 


lions of dollars furnished to American stock 
gamblers in 1929 in. money and credit, came 
from one great corporation, according to the 
disclosures made before the senate investi- 
gating committee by Attorney Pecora. 


This money was thrown in and taken out 


repeatedly, in the same manner that money 
will pass over a poker table, going first to 
one and then to another, but with the group 
running the game getting the most of it in 
the end. The amount, in billions seems un- 
believable, but it is explained thru the fact 
that the same money was being used over and 
over again, or more properly, money and 
credit of this company was being used, as are 
chips in a poker game. 


Did the great mass of stockholders in the 


company know anything about these trans- 
actions? Nothing, whatever. Was the money 
being used to enhance the value of that par- 
ticular company's stocks? Only incidentally. 
The money was being used in a general 
gamble on all stocks—anything and every- 
thing that appeared on the stock exchange 
board that was capable of being manipulated. 


And yet, this company is one of the re- 


spectable, if not the most respectable corpora- 
tions of the country, in the highest brackets 
of industry. What deductions can we draw 
from such a condition, wherein there existed 
such a surplus in money and credit in one 
organization that it seemed advisable to go 
into the market and buy everything in sight? 


The first lesson might be this—that the 


basis for this huge surplus came originally 
from the ground—oil—a natural wealth.. If 
this natural resource had been held from the 
first in the name of all the people instead of 
being exploited by a few, any surplus beyond 
operation and distribution costs would have 
gone to the government, and would have re- 
lieved us all of a large portion of our present 
burdensome taxation. 


One of the evils of surpluses in private or- 


ganizations is that the time comes eventually 
when it cannot be absorbed in the business 
itself thru expansion of the business. There 
is a limit that can be invested in one industry. 
The result is that it must be invested in other 
ventures and projects, or gambled, as in 1929. 
Distribution of surplus earned money, or 
profits, can be brought about by increasing 
stock dividends, but the credit of the com- 
pany can be, and is used for general stock 
manipulation, and for purchase of related 
or unrelated business. That is what caused 
the crash in 1929—the use of money and 
credit for gambling. 


Too much money that cannot be re-absorb- 


ed in the business that earned it inevitably 
leads to a reaching out into other activities. 
It made possible, for instance, the buying up 
of stocks and the consolidation of aviation 
companies; the squeezing or freezing out of 
weaker concerns; the formation of subsidiary 
refunding companies, leading finally to the 
situation now coming to light concerning the 
air-mail contract frauds. 


The second lesson that might be learned 


from these disclosures is that funds and credit 
of any corporation should be administered as 
a trust, and stockholders should be protected 
from a diversity of investments lying outside 
of the field for which the stock was originally 
issued. It would seem that when stock in an 
oil company is purchased, it is on the assump- 
tion that the stock will earn money for the 
purchaser, thru profits in the business of de- 
veloping, manufacturing and distributing oil, 
not in financing, as an example, silk factories, 
when such factories rnay obviously not be 
needed, but which stand merely for an ex- 
cuse to run stocks up and down on a black- 
board. 


There is nothing quite as dangerous, cruel 


and crooked as the premise that great cor- 
porations have a right to use money as they 
see fit, regardless of good public policy. This 
laissez faire individualism was responsible for 
the stock crash just as soon as all big manipu- 
lators joined in a grand gambling orgy, re- 
gardless of the public. It ruined nearly every- 
one in this country, down to the humble 
ditch-digger. Can we be in doubt when the 
government declares that it has a right to 
protect us from a repetition? Isn't it right 
and just that the government exercise its 
power for all of us, inasmuch as all of us are 
the sufferers? 


It is on this point that the fallacy of indi- 


vidualism is revealed in its ugliest light. If 
we have been to some extent benefactors of 
the individualism of business in this country 
in the pa.st, so too, we have been keen suffer- 
ers from it, as shown by this long panic. Not 
only must government enter into business for 
all of us, but it must enter more and more 
into business, until all of us are given a rea- 
sonable chance to live and to look forward 
to something approximating security in latter 
years. 


This, we believe, is the intent of these in- 


vestigations. No sane man or woman can 
argue that individuals or groups of them, have 
a right to destroy us merely because their 
activities are privately owned. That's why 
go-as-you-please in business has reached an 
impasse, at which point all the people are 
stepping into the picture, via their govern- 
ment, to demand a voice in all business in the 
interests of all the people.

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MONEY INVOLUTION 


FROM CATTLE TO COINS—EVASION OF THE LAW 


OF USURY—PANICS THRU TOPPLING OF 


IMPOSSIBLE DEBT STRUCTURES 


By HENRY L. MARSHALL 


At one stage in our upward climb to civilization, cattle were 


used as money. Not merely for barter, but in exchange for all 
articles. Cows, hogs, sheep, goats were actual media of the 
realm before coins were invented. 


We get our word "chattel" from*1 


this source, now meaning anything 
with which a farmer or householder 
is possessed, whether animate or 
otherwise, but separated from real 
property, such as real estate and 
buildings attached to the land. 


From the use of cattle exclusively 


as money, we moved to include vir- 
tually all things that could be de- 
tached from the land. 


In a trade, it might be that one 


person to the transaction came to a 
point of settlement except for half 
a cow lacking, and which the other 
party could not deliver. Tools, or 
hay, or eggs, were thrown in to 
bring the trade up to a parity. 


This system was obviously just a 


step away from pure barter, but was 
distinct from barter, as cattle were 
the same as money because they 
could be universally used, therefore 
universally accepted. 


Later, tokens were moulded or 


pounded out of bronze or other 
metal, bearing upon their faces the 
fact that they stood for half a cow, 
a quarter of a cow, etc. The large 
pieces had a rude picture, in medal- 
lion form of a bull, denoting that 
they could be used in exchange for 
one bull or cow, and the equivalent 
in sheep or hogs. 


These coins made it possible for 


a person who did not want or need 
cattle to pass them along for other 
articles, and therefore, a metallic, 
convenient medium of exchange was 
devised. 
A man could then buy 


wives with his coins, and the seller 
of wives could buy cattle if be need- 
ed them, or could send one of his 
wives to the market-place with the 
coins, where she could buy silks or 
ribbons for her hair. 


NO INTEREST CHARGE 


But no one was allowed to acquire 


these cattle coins and charge money, 
or interest, for the use of them. That 
was called usury, and was punish- 
able by heavy fines, generally quad- 
rupling the amount of the usury 
computed and expected, and in re- 
peated offenses, death was some- 
times meted out. 


Afterwards, as civilization pro- 


gressed, and especially with the es- 
tablishment of the capitalistic sys- 
tem, the crime of usury was modi- 
fied to mean the charging of an 
excessive rate of interest, but a fair 
rate of interest could be legally 
charged. That is our basis of money- 
loaning today. 


Strangely enough, our civilization 


has denned usurious interest as that 
which could not conceivably be 
earned thru the investment of the 
principal—in other words, a rate that 
would destroy all possible profits 
for the borrower. 
Interest rates 


were to be fixed on the basis of a 
reasonable return to the borrower 
F.ad lender alike. It was not taken 
into consideration that the whole of 
civilization was involved. 


The result has been that the smart- 


est and sharpest in business, whether 
it may be merchandising or farming, 
are able to pay a higher rate of in- 
terest, if necessary, and this fixes 
the rate for everyone, the less acute, 
the ordinary in ability, as well as the 
one who is particularly and peculiar- 
ly adapted to making money. Hence, 
the many thousands of foreclosures 
and failures in every year, regard- 
less of whether the times are con- 
sidered to be prosperous or other- 
wise. 


WEATHER A FACTOR 


Furthermore, many business trans- 


actions are directly connected with 
the weather, and with natural con- 
ditions over which humans have no 
control. The man who depends upon 
the soil for a living, whether in 
raising foodstuffs, cattle or the raw 
material for clothing, and all who 
handle his products, are subject to 
the whims of the natural elements 
that do not take into account any 
anticipated human needs. 


Hurricanes come, insects devour 


frosts 
destroy, 
disease decimates 


flocks, drouth denudes the fields 
floods sweep away. But the interest 
charge, as well as the principal, is 
inexorable and unchanging, the same 
without respect to what lawyers 
term "acts of God." 


In fact, there is not one effective 


plea under the law that a debtor 
may make in court. He must pay 
on the day, or be foreclosed—sub- 
ject, of course, to certain leniences 
which the creditor may be moved 
to grant. 


LENDER A PARTNER 


In the old days when any kind o 


interest was usury—in what manne 
was the lender of money compen 
sated for that act? 


The answer is that he became ; 


partner in the enterprise for whic 
the money was to be expended, upoi 
such terms as might be in agree 
ment. He could not charge interes 
for the money, because that wa 
usury, and prohibited, hut he coul 
furnish the money and become 
partner on terms of a written or im- 
plied contract.

DEALERS IN DOLLARS 


The breakdown of the capitalistic 


system of today has come about thru 
the fixed principal term and inex- 
orable interest charge. In season 
and out, good year or bad, the inter- 
est charge is the same, and is in 
addition, of course, to the principal, 
an added charge on the productive- 
ness of the venture. 


As long as failure to meet princi- 


pal and interest under these condi- 
tions was only occasional, the gen- 
eral system could be maintained, and 
the failures were not noticeable in 
the general business structure. But 
interest burdens grew thru the years 
until the debt was far in excess of 
the actual physical valuation of all 
property, and far in excess of the 
wildest hopes of anyone to extract 
a profit and at the same time carry 
the overhead of debt. 


When this became virtually uni- 


versal, debt instruments were large- 
ly rendered worthless without being 
retired. They remain, most of them, 
down to this time of writing. 


These instruments are largely un- 


collectible, but they are worse than 
worthless, because as long as they 
remain technically in force they ef- 
fectually block the issuance of more 
credit, and recovery is therefore in- 
definitely delayed. 


The write-off of these impossible 


debts is necessary before recovery 
can begin. And, if and when recov- 
ery is to be made anything like a 
permanent condition, the charging of 
interest upon the basis now legal- 
ized must be discontinued. 


A CHANCE TO WIN 


Making every lender ot money a 


responsible partner with the bor- 
rower, as in the earliest days, re- 
moves the threat of foreclosure in a 
series of bad years; removes also the 
unproductive equation of the dealer 
in money who earns nothing anc] 
produces nothing; and makes the 
lender of capital anxious that every 
favorable chance be accorded to the 
lender in order that he may make 
a profit as well as to share that 
profit with the man who furnished 


le capital. 
Today, the lender of money is often 
mpersonally in exactly the opposite 
mood. He almost literally "dares" 


borrower to make good, and 


tands ready, counting on misfortune 
s a big equation, to foreclose and 
ake everything. The lender not only 
as little interest in markets, or in 
le thousand different ways in which 
le borrower might be helped in 
isposing of his goods, but is ac- 
ually either complacent in the 
knowledge of obstacles, and some- 
imes aids in creating these obstacles 
n order that he may take all instead 
f merely his principal and interest. 
Tiis system has brought us to the 
>oint of stalemate, where the lender 
10 longer is willing to lend, and the 
jorrower, if he is at all wise, is no 
onger willing to borrow. 


HASTY PANACEAS 


To be sure, the deep panic in

old system of deferred profits in 
times of crop failure, or bad busi- 
ness conditions. 


There is a very sinister difference, 


lowever, between the old system 
under the laws of early civilization, 
and that of the moratorium. It is 
:his—that the interest charge under 
our present system still remains to 
be paid sometime, as well as the 
principal. Of course, there has been 
some scaling down of these burdens 
in the past several years, but not 
universally. Recovery will not come 
to this country until the impossible 
debt burden has been written off 
universally in all cases where the 
debt is not supported by actual 


If we still used cattle as money, 


as in the most primitive days, the 
lender would be transferring cattle 
to the lands of the borrower, and 
sharing in the increase and profits 
in the cattle. He continued to do 
the same thing when he handed 
the borrower certain coins upon 
which had been stamped the pic- 
ture of a bull, signifying that it 
stood for one whole cow, or part 
of a sheep or hog. When he was 
allowed, later on, to charge money 
for the use of these coins, he was 
demanding a bonus which must 
be paid whether the cattle made 
any money or not. 
We must get back to something 


like the original partnership system 
before credit and business generally 
can be kept on an even base. Other- 
wise, periodically, debts will destroy 
industry just as effectively as in- 
sects, storms and other "acts of God" 
destroy crops at intervals. 


WRONG SECURITY 


Finally, a reprehensible and mor- 


ally indefensible basis of security 
would automatically be wiped out 
with a partnership basis—that of 
placing all the responsibility on 
property that is only secondary in 
the borrowing equation. A loan for 
the purpose of raising crops is plac- 
ed on the land itself, under the 
present system, and so made as to 
make foreclosure desirable to the 
lender 
under 
normal 
conditions, 


otherwise the loan is not made. It 
.is forgotten that the land has no 
value in the transaction. It is the 
crop, or the cattle the land will 
raise, that is important. The land 
itself is worthless actually, unless 
the crops or cattle are produced thru 
the use of it. 


This would lead to (as the old 


chronicles of early days state) a 
careful selection of farmers to whom 
capital is to be lent; to shrewd analy- 
sis of the manufacturer or store- 
keeper who is to be aided in a sim- 
ilar fashion. 


Character, and the ability to per- 


form and produce, would be the im- 
portant equations. This is true to a 
certain extent at present in many 
financing deals, but too often the 
value of the real estate or chattels is 
the consideration, not the individual 
and his pow :r to produce wealth. 


Under such a system poor farmers 


could not farm, bad traders could 
not keep a store; and there would 
come about a gradual adjustment ac- 
cording to ability. Every farmer that 
fails, and every storekeeper that goes 
into bankruptcy, impoverishes all 
the people to that extent. 


We have been kept a going con- 


cern as a civilization up until this 
time thru the efforts of those ac- 
tually able to produce, in spite of the 
many failures, whose losses must be 
absorbed by all. 


SOURCE OF WEALTH 


In summarizing, we should try to 


remember that money should never 
be used as a commodity, as when 
it is employed by dealers in dollars, 
but should remain a medium of ex- 
change to facilitate actual partner- 
ships. We should remember also that 
land and money are worthless. We 
cannot live by eating dirt or money 
Only the efforts of man by which he

There is possibly no lead which 


causes the novice as many disap- 
pointments at the bridge table as 
the opening lead of a singleton. While 
there are times when a singleton 
opening is justified, it should never 
be resorted to without some definite 
idea regarding the chances of suc- 
cess. 


Except in rare cases the lead of a 


singleton is usually avoided by ex- 
pert players. As a gambling proposi- 
tion it is two to one against finding 
a partner with the winning cards of 
that particular suit; and in order for 
the lead to be successful, the partner 
must obtain the lead immediately 
and return the suit before the 
trumps are drawn. If the partner 
fails to have the high cards in the 
singleton suit, the lead has merely 
established that suit for the declarer. 


One of our foremost bridge writ- 


ters has well said: "I look upon the 
blind singleton lead as a great ad- 
venture. The card may be a pearl 
of great price or a Woolworth. Even 
the expert cannot tell until results 
transpire." 


The reason for leading the single- 


ton is obvious. A player has two or 
three small trumps which are of no 
use to him, because as soon as de- 
clarer takes the first trick he wil! 
at once lead trumps. Consequently 
if a player can utilize one of his 
small trumps in ruffing, he is jusl 
one trick ahead. But, on the con- 
trary, if he holds four small trumps 
then forcing declarer to trump his 
high cards is usually the most pro- 
fitable policy. If declarer has bic 
on a five-card suit, then forcing him 
to use one of those trumps for ruff- 
ing weakens his hand materially 
Declarer will then be compelled to 
lead four rounds of trumps, and this 
may so weaken his hand that an ad- 
verse long suit may be established 


Summing up the various instances 


when a singleton may be a permis- 
sible opening, we have the follow- 
ing: 


(1) When the partner has bid tha 


suit during the auction. 


(2) When holding the ace and one 


small trump. 


(3) When holding the king anc 


two small trumps. 


In cases two and three, the single- 


ton leader is assured of being abl 
to stop the trump lead with the ace 
or King, and still have a trump re 
maining to ruff the suit in which h< 
holds a singleton. 


(4) When declarer's partner ha 


jumped his bid, thereby showin 
length in trumps, the lead of a sin 
gleton may be given favorable con 
sideration, for the reason that if de 
clarer's partner has jumped the bic 
then the opposition is so strong i 
trumps that forcing them to trum 
would not harm the declarer at al 
Consequently, in this event, the or 
dinary forcing policy may be avoid 
ed and a gamble taken on a single 
ton lead.
